Tornado Season 

Palm Sunday skies, filled 

with eerie colors and omi- 

nous’ clouds, unleashed 
scores of deadly tornadoes and 
severe storms in the southeastern 
U.S. At least 41 people were killed 
in four states. The greatest tragedy 
occurred when 21 people perished 
as one twister tore through a United 
Methodist Church in Piedmont, Ala., 
during a Holy Week pageant. 

In Bangladesh, more than 150 
people were injured as a tornado hit 
several villages in Saver, about 50 
miles north of the capital, Dhaka. 
The twister, which was on the 
ground for more than 20 minutes, 
damaged several hundred houses 
and uprooted trees and utility poles. 


Tropical Storms 

After wrecking parts of 

northern Madagascar dur- 

ing the previous week, 
cyclone Nadia slammed into the 
coast of Mozambique, laying waste 
to the northern province of Nampula. 
About 1.5 million people were made 
homeless by the storm, which also 
ruined crops just before the harvest. 
International relief efforts were 
Jaunched to provide emergency 
shipments of food, medicine, and 
building materials to the devastated 
area. The storm went on to gain 
strength again over the Mozam- 
bique Channel late in the week. 

Tropical cyclone Usha brought 

more than 10 inches of rain to the 
island nation of Vanuatu. 


Earthquakes 
Mexico's only nuclear 
Ks power plant was rattled by 
a moderate tremor off the 
Veracruz coast, but no damage or 
injuries were reported. 

Earth movements also were felt 
in southern Iran, southern Mexico, 
Taiwan, Mindanao, southern Italy, 
the Kamchatka Peninsula, south- 
central Alaska, and at Yellowstone 
National Park in Wyoming.

Krakatoa Awakens 


aS A recent powerful earth- 
quake that jolted southem 
Sumatra is suspected to 
have awakened the Krakatau 
(Krakatoa) Volcano in the Sunda 
Straits. “Ordinarily, the Krakatau 
keeps quiet between one to four 
years, but now itis alive after a rest 
of only five months,” said Dr. 
Sukhyar of the Volcanology Direc- 
torate. During late March, the moun- 
tain belched bright red flames and 
glowing lava, and sent black smoke 
nearly 1,000 feet into the sky. 


Horse Flu 


An outbreak of equine 
lef influenza has killed 30,000 

horses in China andleft 1.5 
million seriously ill. The most deadly 
epidemic since 1949 began last May 
and has spread across the northem 
and wester provinces, which are 
China’s main horse-breeding cen- 
ters. The government imposed a 
quarantine on the affected areas. 


Ey a 
Siberian Snow 
Alate-seasonwinter storm, 
raging across far-eastem 
Russia, brought a heavy 
snowfall that paralyzed air, ground, 
and maritime transporation in the 
region surrounding Sakhalin Island. 
About 700 ice-fishing enthusiasts, 
who ventured to a coastal ice strip 
just before the onset of the storm, 
were stranded for three days before 
roads could be cleared for their 
retum home. 


Wildfires 


Aforestfire ragingin India’s 
PY Similipal national park 

threatens large numbers of 
tigers, leopards, and elephants. 
Environment Minister Adwait Singh 
said the blazes had engulfed one 
tenth of the 850-square-mile park 
about 150 miles southwest of Cal- 
cutta. Singh believes the fires may 
have been started by local tribes 
looking for firewood, and have been 
made worse by scorching weather.

Officials have set up 
a $3.2 million fund to help pump 
water to the affected population cen- 
ters. Key grain-producing provinces 
are among the hardest hit. 

Pakistani Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto appealed to the nation to 
pray for rain to end a drought which 
started last October. The extended 
dry spell has affected wheat, sugar, 
and cotton crops. 

The failure of seasonal rains in 
East Africa continues to threaten 
millions of people from Rwanda to 
Ethiopia with starvation. 


Earthquakes 


Residents of southern Iran, 

[Ss] weary of weeks in which 
hundreds of quakes or 
aftershocks have rumbled through 
the region, were jolted by a magni- 
tude 5.5 earthquake that injured 20 
people and damaged several 
homes in Firuzabad. In Southern 
California, there was yet another 
mild aftershock of the destructive 
Januaury 17 temblor, and two fresh 
quakes centered near Lake Arrow- 
head and just south of Palm Springs. 
Movements also were felt in Tai- 
wan, the border region between 
Burma and Bangladesh, the Aleu- 
tian Islands, eastern Idaho, Wash- 
ington State, and central California. 


Late Snow 

A heavy snowfall and sud- 

den cold wave spread late- 

winter misery across many 
districts of Tajikistan. The untimely 
chill came just as cultivation of 
orchards, vineyards, and mulberry 
plantations had begun. Officials 
feared that the low temperatures 
also threatened newborn sheep and 
goats, according to Tass. Much of 
the former Soviet Union recently has 
been affected by late winter storms. 


Gulf Spill , 


Beaches along the United 
Arab Emirates were 

spoiled by the worst oil spill 
in the region since the Gulf War. 
Nearly 16,000 tons of light crude 
spilled when the supertanker Seki 
and the much smaller ship Bay- 
nunahcollided about 10 miles off the 
port of Al Fujayrah, just south of the 
Strait of Hormuz. While there were 
reports of dead fish shortly after the 
disaster, most of the coastal marine 
life was saved when shifting winds 
blew the crude offshore the day fol- 
lowing the spill. 


April Winds 
@Q High winds whipped up

weekend. Five people lost their lives 
in the raging seas, while seven oth- 
ers were left missing.

There was little hope of saving the 
rice crop, the area’s only one of the 
year, according to district officer 
Mohammad Kamaluddin. Govern- 
ment meteorologists predict spring 
is likely to produce additional wide- 
spread flooding and outbreaks of 
deadly tornadoes.
